fruitful one for the lawyer* and the 
contest over

all concerned. The first parley was 
In circuit court here Monday. L. J. 
Billing* an attorney for the hoimi of 
election in«]>ectorK, moved to quash 
the writ of mandamus ordering the 
hoard to declare Mercer elected in 
place of Doyle, who was declared 
elected and is now serving. The mo- 
tion w«8 argued at length by Mr. 
Billings for the board, A. W. Shelton 
for Mercer and Attorney*) Barnes and 
Miller for parties who are affected by 
the result. The judge ruled that he 
would not quash the writ, but would 
have the election board answer the 
mandamus proceedings to-day. The 
case in in exactly tho same position 
as it was when the contest began. 
There is a ludicrous side to this 
whole Minocqiia election business 
which throws Mercer's side of thecase 
in a rather ridiculous light with most 
people who are acquainted with the 
facts. The second, or Manitowish, 
precinct, has been in existence for 
three years. All of thtit time it has 
been a 
very 
doubtful 
question 


whether or not the elections were 
legal, taking in those votes. Tho 
board which first created it and tho 
officeif) who for the past three years 
have l>een getting elected by it, are 
the same crowd, practically who 
now declare that as a matter of 
principle, the 
precinct should 
l>c 


knocked out if it was illegal. The 
Manitowish precinct, which has al- 
ways saved their ticket find given a 
majority sufficient to more than off- 
set that of the other fellows in Min- 
oequa proper, this year went hack- 
on them, and its illegality is plainly 
visible. 


To the credit of John Sullivan, the 


former chairman, and a friend of 
Mercer's, he advised the boys to take 
their medicine, and in common with 
a majority of Minuet] ua people, thinks 
that if the precinct was good enough 
to carry them through threeelections 
it shouldn't be entirely condemned 
because it miscarried once. Thoonly 
question involved is a legal one, and 
the matter-of sentiment or feeling 
among the people - cuts, no figure. 
The case is likely to be acting drawn 
out fight.

There arc niters that eome especially 
for aerating water as well as filtering 
it, and if servant* are accustomed to fill 
the filter regularly the daily provision 
of water in this way becomes as much 
a part of the household machinery as 
the cooking, and one has always the 
satisfaction of knowing that water pre- 
pared in this way is perfectly safe.

must be borne ia mind, however, that 
the temperature of water just brought 
to a boil is not sufficient to destroy 
bacteria; thirty minutes steady boiling 
is the rule.—N. Y. Tribune.

such she has Ion if been acknowleged— 
is Dona Isadora Cousino, sometimes 
known as the "Croesus of South Amer- 
ica." Her various homes, writes John 
Paul Bocock in the St. Louis Republic, 
arc in and near Santiago in Chili. She 
traces her ancestry back to the days of 
the Spanish conquest. She has been a 
widow for about ten years; but even 
during her husband's lifetime she man- 
aged her own property, worth many 
millions, which came from her ancestral 
estates. 


The Cousino estate—now represent- 


ing the property of her late husband, as 
well as her own, with the increments 
duo to her executive ability, which is 
said to bo greater even than was her 
husband'.'s consists of millions of money 
in bank, of cattle ond sheep, of coal 
mines, of copper nnd silver mines, of 
iron steamships, of real estate in the 
cities of Santiago and Valparaiso, of 
smelting works, of railroads and farm- 
ing lands. 


From her coal mines alone Sonora, 


Cousino is said to have an income of 
SSO.COO a month or 5000,000 a year. This 
iucoruc from ono form of wealth alone 
represents a branch of her estate which 
should be considered at a fair capitaliza- 
tion of its income to amount to $25,000,- 
000. The extent of her coal mine prop- 
erty, however, is known only to herself; 
but whereas it costs only 51.35 a ton to 
mine her coal, she readily realizes for it 
87.00 a ton.

An interesting experiment has been 


made in connection with the transpor- 
tation of tropical fish to this country. 
Acting upon instructions from Dr. Grm- 
ther, of the llritish museum, the ciui 
nont authority on fishes, the superin- 
tendent of the botanic gardens hi the 
island of Trinidad some months ago dis- 
patched to England a small glass vessel 
containing about a dozen specimens ol 
a small fresh water fish, a native of the 
St. Annci's river in the island.
